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1 SUMMARY. U/SYG ANNAN HAS INSTRUCTED UN AMIR TO 
PROVIDE SUPPORT FOR THE HUMAN RIGHTS MONITORS UNTIL 
THEIR OWN EQUIPMENT ARRIVES . BY OCT 7 , HE HOPES TO HAVE 
A DECISION TO PLACE ALL UN RWANDA OPERATIONS UNDER THE 
AUTHORITY OF SRSG KHAN, FOLLOWING THE MODEL OF THE 
CAMBODIA UNTAC MISSION. ON HAITI, ANNAN CONFIRMED THAT 
INTERNATIONAL CIVILIAN MISSION (ICM) CHIEF, COLIN 
GRaZrSON WILL BE GOING TO HAITI EARLY IN THE WEEK OF 
OCT3 TO ASSESS THE FEASIBILITY OF AN IMMEDIATE ICM 
RETURN. THE UN WILL THEN TAKE PROMPT ACTION. END 
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2. ON SEPTEMBER 30 ASSISTANT SECRETARY SHATTUCK MET 
WITH UNDERSECRETARY GENERAL ANNAN TO DISCUSS HUMAN 
RIGHTS ISSUES IN HAITI AND RWANDA. SHATTUCK UPDATED 
ANNAN ON HIS DISCUSSIONS WITH THE P-5 AND THE BELGIANS 
REGARDING THE WAR CRIMES RESOLUTION. HE CONVEYED USG 
CONCERNS ABOUT THE LACK OF LOGISTICAL SUPPORT AND FUNDS 
FOR THE HUMAN RIGHTS MONITORS. HE ALSO CONVEVEYED 
CONCERNS ABOUT THE MORE GENERAL PROBLEM OF OVERALL, 
COORDINATION OF UN PROGRAMS IN RWANDA. 

3. SHATTUCK INFORMED ANNAN THAT USAID HAS SENT AN 
ASSESSMENT TEAM TO RWANDA TO DETERMINE HOW BEST TO SPEND 
THE $750,000 USG PLEDGE FOR HUMAN RIGHTS MONITORS. ONCE 
THIS IS COMPLETED, THE FUNDS SHOULD FOLLOW QUICKLY. IN 
ADDITION, USAID HAS OFFERED TO DETAIL 3 PEOPLE TO 
PROVIDE LOGISTICAL SUPPORT TO THE KIGALI -BASED HUMAN 
RIGHTS MONITORS. 
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4. ANNAN AGREED THAT THE MONITORS WERE BADLY 
SUPPORTED. HE HAS INSTRUCTED UNAMIR TO SUPPORT THE 
MONITORS UNTIL THEIR OWN EQUIPMENT ARRIVES. IN THE 
MEANTIME, HE WILL SPEAK WITH AYALA LASSO ABOUT A MORE 
FORMAL ARRANGEMENT WHEREBY UNAMIR WILL BACKUP THE 
MONITORS. ANNAN HAS ALSO PROPOSED THAT THE UN ADOPT THE 
CAMBODIA MODEL FOR RWANDA. ALL UN PROGRAMS, EXCEPT THE 
TRIBUANAL AND COMMISSION OF EXPERTS, WOULD BE UNDER THE 
AUTHORITY OF THE SRSG. HE HOPES TO HAVE A DECISION ON 
THIS BY OCT 7. 

5. ON HAITI, SHATTUCK TOLD ANNAN THAT HE HOPES SECURITY 
CONCERNS WON'T IMPEDE RAPID ICM DEPLOYMENT. THE 
SECURITY SITUATION IS CLEARLY MUCH BETTER NOW THAN WHEN 
THE ICM WAS THROWN OUT. ANNAN CONFIRMED THAT GRAND ERS ON 
WILL BE MEETING WITH THE OAS AND THE SYG ON MONDAY, 3 
OCT. THEY WILL SEND HIM IMMEDIATELY TO HAITI FOR AN 
ASSESSMENT AND THE UN WILL ACT ON HIS REPORT PROMPTLY. 
HE BELIEVES THAT GRANDERSON WILL PROBABLY CONTINUE TO 
HEAD THE ICM AND THAT IT WILL BE POSSIBLE TO BRING MOST 
MONITORS BACK TO HAITI QUICKLY.
